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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant discusses that the bent section being beyond the position of the articulating bolt describes the location of the section, apparently 
along the length of the arm, and not how far the hook extends. However, the claim does not discuss the relative longitudinal placement of 
the hook with respect to the bolt. As set forth in the rejection, the bent section defining the hook is "beyond" the position of the bolt, at 
least as far as defined, in that it is farther from the arm. Use of beyond does not inherently refer to the relative longitudinal spacing with 
respect to the pivoted end of the wiper arm. Also, applicant's argument that the free end of the wiper arm is bent to form the safety hook 
and that such distinguishes from the prior art is noted but not persuasive. The hooks of the applied art are considered to be "bent 
sections" of the free end of the arms. Applicant is refered to his figure 1 where the reference numeral 12 (the free end) points to the area 
of the wiper arm with the hook 20 attached. The free end of the arm appears to be the general end area of the free end of the arm, 
opposite the pivoted end. Further, applicant's attention is directed to figure 6 of Laar et al wherein a free terminal end of the arm clearly 
includes the hook.
